It would of greater benefit to a boy 


'o give him the ability to express hlm- 


~lf easily and 
confidently than to 


tcach him Algebra, if both can not be 
taught. 


Our high schools are doing both. 
The stale can well be proud of the 


young people who strove for honors 
last evening, though there was some 
dissatisfaction 
expressed as to the 


award of prizes. 


Virginia 
City carried off 
two of 


them, Roy Field ranking first on the 


boy'a side, and Miss Marguerite De 
Neuf, second on the girl's side. Mtaa 
LePort of Carson took first prize, and 
Clark Guild of Dayton, second. 


All did well. 
The Journal scribe could not help 


wishing there had been more prizes, 
so that Gold Hill might have been on 
the list, and it takes the liberty of 
creating honorable mention for An- 
drew Curran of that town, whose ad- 
dress was dignified, manly and able 
far beyond his years.
